Suburbs Committee which will meet tomorrow night. 


Councillors expressed pleas- 
ure in the interest shown by 
so many in the possibility of 
a university in Altona. It 
was felt that Cr. Lee’s letter 
jras fully expressed the’ coun- 
eil’s viewpoint and the case 
was well put by him. 

Cr. Lee stated at the initial 
meeting of the Western Muni- 
cipalities and the Western In- 
dustries Association complete 
and unanimous support had 
een given to the council’s 
proposal to form a represen- 
tative committee for  concer- 
ted action on the university. 

He was glad to see such 
agreeement for he felt a com- 
mittee could be more in- 
formed and efficient than in- 
dividual bodies. 

He wanted to see a univer- 
sity in Altona. The council 
will present all necessary evi 
dence in its favour* to the 
committee. - 

7 r- Ginifer suggested that 
4 of the sites mentioned at 
the initial meeting -did not 
meet with the conditions laid 
down by the Premier of Vic- 
toria (Mr. H. E. Bolte). They 
must be on crown land and 
in the metropolitan area.

Born in Leicester, England, 
into sport 
after leaving school when he 
had a trial run with the 
Millwall Soccer Club, and as 
a result was able to play for 
their “A” team. 

Davis later joined the 
R.A.F. and took up Physical 
Education as a trade, which 
he commenced at Cosford, 
Wolverhampton, and when in

Statistics released by the Commonwealth Bureau of Cen- 

sus give important figures showing the trend of industry in 
‘ Altona. Altona’s eminent position gives cause for satisfac- 
tion. At the same time the low arploymelt covecity in Al- 


tona is disturbing. 


Appended are’ extracts from the report. 


For 


comparison those of Sunshine, Williamstown and 
Footscray are included. The total figures for the 
metropolitan area are also shown. 


While perhaps interesting 
comparisons can be made be- 
tween these municipalities 
their combined figures show 
a substantial contribution to 
Melbourne’s economy. 


With but 9% of the met- 
ropolitan population, 29% of 
all industrial land is in these 
areas and 25% of the capital 
value of land, buildings and 
plant. Only 16% of the labour 
force is in these districts (due 
to the many smaller factories 
throughout Melbourne). The 
incidence of small factories ‘is 
very low in these suburbs but 





23% of the larger industries 
are hére. 


Altona’s industrial, land, 
buildings and plant is valued 
at £43,000,000, Only Melbourne 
City and Sunshine City ex- 
ceed these figures. Altona’s 
factories’ number 59 —- prac- 
tically the lowest number in 
the metropolitan ‘area. These 
figures illustrate the impact 
of the great petro- -chemical 
complex in Altona.

World War II migration has logically been the - “re- 
sponsibility of our Federal Government. 

‘But what is not fully understood or appreciated 
by many is the practical interest ‘being taken in 
migrants by non-government institutions and the 
extent of the efforts to persuade and assist people 
to_migrate to Australia and to help ‘them settle in 


after arrival. 


One of these organizations 
is the Bank of New South 
Wales.

Ginn, ‘who is a keen fiyer, 
piloted chartered light aircraft 
over much of Australia and 
New Zealand touching down 
at centres thousands of miles 
apart to equip himself to 
answer with authority the 
many questions he will be 


> asked concerning towns, loca- 





lities and conditions by in- 


tending mnigrants. 

Mr. Ginn is a member of 
the Flairavia Flying Club 
which operates 
famous Battle of Britain Spit- 
fire base at Beacon Hill, in 
Kent. - 

He admits frankly that he 
found flying conditions vastly 
different from those in the 
United Kingdom. This was 
particularly*so when it came 


.to cross-country flying where, 


in a number of cases/ the 
vastness of the country, dis- 
tances and lack.of landmarks 
as navigational aids, really 
kept him “on his toes”. 

Operating as a. flyirig banker 
during his study tour of Aus- 
tralia, Mr. Ginn said he was 
able to get the “feel” of the 
country, through meeting so 
many “people in small towns 
and’ outback areas with whom 
he would not normally have 
come in contact. 

“This experience will be of 
tremendous value to me in 
presenting Australia to those 
considering migrating here 
from ‘the United Benes i 
said Mr? Ginn. 

“Nautical” Bankers 

On the Australian scene the 
Bank’s Migrant Advisory Ser- 
vice leaves no stone unturned 
to assist our new arrivals. 

“Wales” officers frequently 
join migrant -vessels at the 
first Australian port of call to 
provide shipboérd advice and 
banking facilities during the 
remainder of the voyage.
